The world clamours to hear 
her. At New York's Mctropolitan

Milan's famous La Scala (with 
whem she has since broken), she 
catapulted the theatre's fortuncs 
to record levels. In highly’ 
critical Vienna, 10,000 struggled 
for the 2,000 seats available. In 
Chicago, a mew opera company 
waa successfully launched on the 
strength of her nome.
